WASHINGTON. Dec. 28.—Presi- 
dent Hoover has informed Congres- 


sional leaders he will “‘welcome”’ 
any reduction in Government ex- 
penditures that Congress may 
make. 


Making only the exception that 
further cuts in the budget should 
not impair vital functions, the chief 
executive told the chairmen of the 
Senate and House Appropriations 
Committees that the administration 
looked with favor upon any move 
to reduce the budget even more 
than the $369,000,000 slashed from 
departmental estimates by the bud- 
get bureau. 

The President had before him to- 
day various phases of his economic 
program, upon which he will con- 
fer with leaders on Capitol Hill 
during the recess in an effort to 
expedite action. 

White House officials said today 
that although Mr. Hoover contem- 
plates sending several special mes- 
sages to, Congress they probably 
will be withheld until the economic 
program is enacted.

S. M. Levin Asserts Automobile 
Manufacturer ails to ‘%o-oper- 
ate With City Charities.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—An at- 
tack upon the employment policies 
of Henry Ford was made before 
the American Economic Associa- 
tion today by S. M. Levin of the 
College of the City of Detroit. 

Levin said that Ford “not only 
utterly failed to co-operate with 
Detroit charities, but has shown 
open hostility to the welfare ad- 
ministration.” 

Levin said Ford had _ termed 
charity degrading, but that “‘thou- 
sands of his employes are denizens 
of soup kitchens.” 

To less efficient workers who are 
forced out and hired back at lower 
rates, Levin charged Ford “shows 
no mercy.” 


100,000 WOMEN SEEK MATES 
THROUGH MATRIMONIAL CLUBS 


“Evidence of Need for Social Con- 
tacts Far Wider Than Now 
Available. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 28.—More than 
100,000 lonely women sought hus- 
bands during the last year through 
matrimonial clubs and bureaus in 
the United States, it was disclosed 
by a survey made by Charles E. 
Miner, general director of the 
Committee of Fifteen, a Chicago 
civic organization.

WEATHER AND SOS MIXED UP

Alabama.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Dec. 
Clarence Darrow of Chicago and 
Arthur Garfield Hays of New York, 
will go before the Alabama Su- 
preme Court Jan. 18 in defense of 
eight Negroes sentenced to die for 
an attack on two white girls near 
Scottsboro, Ala., last March. 

The two announced their reten- 
tion in the case by the Society for 
the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple yesterday following their ar- 
rival here to confer with Birming- 
ham attorneys. They will spend one 
or two days checking facts about 
the trial of the Negroes, they said. 

If the appeal to the Supreme 
Court for a new trial is successful, 
the two lawyers said, they will 
represent the eight condemned 
men at the new hearing. 

The sentencing of the Negroes 
has brought hundreds of protests 
from all over the world, Several 
agencies, including the Internation- 
al Labor Defense League, have 
interested themselves in the case. 
The two girls, it is charged, were 
attacked while stealing a ride on a 
train.

Problem of Innovations. i 

“In a progressive society industry prepedeoeney 
will not remain stabilized. Hence ’ , 
it becomes necessary to discover —_ a 
some means of softening the evils 
which necessarily arise because of 
the dislocations brought about by 
new discoveries and inventi§ns. The 
great problem of the planners is to 
learn how to assimilate the new de- 
velopments so as to give society 
promptly the benefits of progress, 
and at the same time to prevent 
such innovations from becoming a 
continual menace to the peace of 
labor and industry. 

‘The answer to this problem is to 
be found partly in larger. charges 
for obsolescence than most com- 
panies usually make, and in some 
form of selected insurance against 
the dangers of so-called  tech- 
nological unemployment. One of 
these methods is for the protection 
of capital, the other to secure sta- 
bility of labor conditions. 

“Although epoch-making im- 
provements do not appear’ every 
year, the cumulative effect of 
such changes is to cause serious 
periodic disturbances to industry. 
No single factor has contributed 
more to the present depression than 
the aggregate effect of the many 
substitute industries which have 
impressed themselves on the in- 
dustrial system during the last six 
or eight years. The rapid appear- 
ance of such substitutes swells the 
annual junking bill, increases the 
severity of competition, gives the 
appearance of over-production, 
particularly in those industries 
which are not keeping pace with 
the new technique, and in the end, 
1i promotes a movement toward com- 
bination of establishments in order 
to escape the deadly effects of com- 
petition.

Gov. Caulfield.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 23.— 
State Superintendent of Schools 
Charles A. Lee, who recently wrote 
a letter to Gov. Caulfield indicating 
he could not comply with a request 
ty the Governor for a 26 per cent 
reduction in his department’s ap- 
propriations, has written another 
letter to the Governor explaining 
the needs of his department and 
stating he regretted the Governor 
received the impression the De- 
partment of Education “does not 
desire to co-operate.” 
In his second letter, however, Lee 
gave no assurance that the depart- 
ment would comply with the re- 
quest for a further curtailment of 
expenditures. He said his depart- 
ment “would not spend one cent 
more than is absolutely necessary 
to carry on the work of the office,” 
and suggested a conference with 
the Governor on details of the de- 
partment’s work. 
The Governor recently requested 
all departments and institutions to 
agree to a reduction of 26 per cent 
in their appropriations from gen- 
eral revenue for the biennial period 
of 1931 and 1932, to avert a heavy 
deficit at the end of the biennial 
period. 

$40,000 Already Held Up.

At the time the appro- 
priation bills were approved, the 
Governor held up $49,000 of Lee’s 
appropriation, because of insuffi- 
cient funds. The holdup of the 
amount was an alternative to a 
veto, with the understanding the 
items would be released later only 
if sufficient money came into the 
treasury. 

The amount originally held up, 


‘plus the additional $26,935 now re- 


quested, totals about 26 per cent 
for Lee’s department, placing it on 
the same basis as other depart- 
ments and institutions which were 
requested to make cuts. Lee’s de- 
partment received $194,900 in ap- 


,propriations for the biennial peri- 


od of 1929 and 19309. 

In his letter to the Governor. Lee 
said the appropriation for his de- 
partment, including funds admin- 
istered by it, would be only about 
49 per cent of amounts appropriat- 
ed for the previous biennium, if the 
requested reduction was made. 
These figures, however, include an 
appropriation for State aid for 
teacher training in cities of the 
which is distributed under 
supervision of the Department of 
Education. It does not affect the 
appropriation for operation of Lee’s 
department. The various boards 
of education send certificates to the 
department on the amount they 
are entitled to, under provisions of 


the teacher training aid law. and 


they are sent to the State Auditor 
for issuance of warrants, after 
Lee’s department approves them. 
Economies Already Made. 

Early in the biennium the Gov- 
ernor held up $200,000 of the 
$415,000 appropriation for teacher 
training aid in the cities, because 


of insuffiicent funds, and the sit- 
uation in regard to that appropria- 


tion has not changed since. 

Lee stated his department hai 
been sorely pressed for funds even 
before the request for a reduction 
of the appropriation had been re- 
celved, and that he already insti- 
tuted all economies possible, in- 
cluding reduction of traveling ex- 
penses, eliminating of special trips, 


and reducing the number of long | 


cistance telephone calls and other 
expenditures. 

He pointed out that the new 
school law passed by the 1931 Leg- 
islature imposed additional duties 
on the department in supervising 
distribution of increased State aid 
for public schools, supervision of 
the construction of new. school 
buildings, and supervision of the 
expenditure of State aid funds for 
transportation of pupils in the 
school districts. 

“I do mot see how ‘the depart- 
ment can accept the responsibility 
of administering the new school 
law with a large reduction in the 
present force,” Lee said, “because 
such a task would be humanly im- 
possible.”

only by dismissing several] mem- 


bers of his force.

Court Rules $10,000 Father Paid 
Mrs. Bond in 1927 Chargeable 
Against Her Share of Estate. 


The interest of Mrs. Thomas 
Bond in the estate of her father, 
former Judge Henry 8S. Priest, is 
charged with an advancement of 
life insurance proceeds in a deci- 
sion by Circuit Judge Hartman to- 
day. 

In his will, written several years 
before his death, Judge Priest stat- 
ed that he held a $25,000 life insur- 
ance policy in favor of Mrs. Bond, 
specifying that the amount was to 
be deducted from her share of his 
estate. However, in 1927, he elect- 
ed to accept the cash surrender 
value of the policy, amounting to 
$10,110, which he turned over to 
his daughter. 

Mrs. Bond contended that be- 
cause her father canceled the pol- 
icy, the payment of the proceeds to 
her, which was in.the nature of a 
gift, did not come within the opera- 
tion of the will. The Court up- 
holds the contention of other heirs 
that the payment was an advance- 
ment on account of Mrs. Bond’s in- 
heritance.

ese headquarters here said the 
movement followed an attack by 
a mixed force of 2000 Chinese regu- 
lars and irregulars on the Japanese 
detachment at Sanchiatze, a short 
distance north of Tienchuangtai 
The fight lasted several hours and 
ended with the Chinese in flight. 

Pursuing the enemy to the West, 
the Japanese column reached Sha- 
kan, which they captured after a 
two-hour battle. 

There was much martial activity 
here today as new troops arrived 
from Japan in goatskin jackets and 
steel helmets covered with white 
cloth as a camouflage in the snow. 
Airplanes were humming and sev- 
eral scout planes flew into the 
south west. 

In the operations to the south 
of Mukden both sides are using 
“snow camouflage” on battlefields 
where the temperature was around 
20 below zero. Snow-covered hil- 
locks and stacks of rice straw at 
times come to life and open fire 
as soldiers break from the decep- 
tive white mounds. Chinese irreg- 
ulars reinforced their trenches by 
pouring water along the earth- 
works. It froze immediately and

Market Retreats to a Point 
Close to Bottom of the 
Bear Cycle Under Wave 
of Year-End Selling. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 28. —The stock 
market retreated to a point close 
to the low of the bear cycle, under 
another wave of year-end selling 
today, but rallied in the final trans- 
actions. Net losses ranged from 
1 to 3 points in the more active is- 
sues. The closing tone was some- 
whet heavy. Transactions approx- 
imated 2,000,000 shares. 

The market appeared to be suf- 
fering largely from last minute 
establishing of losses on 1931 in- 
comes. News of the day, and of 
the Christmas week-end, was on 
the whole not of a character to in- 
fluence prices either way. Bonds 
were irregularly lower, and com- 
modities were inclined to sag mod- 
erately. 

Prominent issues generally re- 
covered from fractions to a point 
in the final dealings. American 
Telephone and American Can, aft- 
er sagging about 3 to new lows for 
the bear cycle, recovered about a 
point. United States Steel dropped 
1% to 36, duplicating its low, then 
regained about half its loss. Stocks 
off a point or two net, included 
National Biscuit, Union Carbide, 
Tnion Pacific, Southern Pacific, 
Borden, Consolidated Gas and 
North American. International 
Match preferred dropped more 
than 6 to a new low at Ill, recov- 
ered to above 13. 

Brokerage circles watched close- 
ly for signs of support, as the mar- 
ket approached the lows of mid- 
December. A new low for the mar- 
ket in the final week of the year 
would be contrary to precedent over 
the past several years. In years 
past, some buying has been expect- 
ed at period in anticipation of 
the Jan. 1 reinvestment demand, 
but this has been a factor o° dimin- 
importance in more recent 


he money market was fairly 
firm, reflecting the usual year-end 
reQuirements. There was no call 
money available under the official 
rate of 3 per cent.
